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A DESCRIPTION OF BUFFALO HARBOR 


Buffalo Harbor consists of an outer harbor formed by an exten- 
sive breakwater system in Lake Erie and an inner harbor comprising the Buf- 
falo River, the City Ship Canal and Lehigh Valley Basin, the Ohio Basin and 
the Black Rock Canal, and the Erie Basin. 


The outer harbor is entered through channels at the north and 
south ends, the distance between entrances being over three and one-half 
miles. The area of the outer harbor is about 715 acres, over 505 acres of 
which the depth of water is 17 to 25 feet. The chief use made of the outer 
harbor at the present time is for anchorage and mooring. It is also used 
extensively as a channel by lake vessels entering at the north end end bound 
for ore docks or other terminals, as well as by vessels entering at the south 
entrance and bound for the Buffalo River or inner harbor. The outer harbor 
is constructed and maintained by the United States Government. 


The Buffalo River section of the inner harbor includes Buffalo 
River from the entrance channel to Seneca Street, approximately five miles. 
It is maintained and under the jurisdiction of the City of Buffalo. It has 
a depth of from 20 to 21 feet. 


The City Ship Canal is an artificial waterway beginning at the 
mouth of Buffalo River and extending southerly about two and one-half miles 
to the Lehigh Valley Basin. The northern one and one-half miles is a public 
waterway constructed and maintained by the City of Buffalo. The remaining 
one mile was privately consttructed, but open to the public, by the Lehigh 
Valley and Buffelo Creek Railroads. It is generally 200 feet wide and 18 
to 21 feet deep, and without current. 


The Erie Basin is practically a part of the outer harbor and 
was formed by a breakwater constructed by the State of New York. It is now 
the principal terminal in Buffalo for the State Barge Canal, and is designed 
as the principal point of interchange between lake and canal. 


The Ohio Basin is a part of the inner harbor. It is used as 
the inner harbor terminal of the New York State Barge Canal. Its depth is 
20 to 21 feet. (This Basin has been abandoned by the State and will be filled 
in and developed as a park end playground by the City of Buffelo) 


The Black Rock Harbor end Canal is an artificial waterway which 
provides practically a slack-water channel for large vessels around the rapids 
and shoals et the head of Niagara River. It is three and one-quarter miles 
long and is 21 feet deep. It is used by vessels proceeding to Tonawanda and 
North Tonawanda, and the Barge Canal traffic. It is maintained by the United 
States Government. 


Black Rock Lock, connecting the Black Rock Canal and the Niagara 
River, is 650 feet long, 70 feet wide, and 22 feet deep. The lift is 5.2 
feet. 


HISTORIC SITES ALONG BUFFALO WATERFRONT 


~ Opposite the foot of Main Street, Chabert Joncaire in 1758, by order of the 
French Government established a post at Buffalo Creek and Lake Erie. Here 
he erected buildings and planted corn. The buildings were destroyed a year 
later when Fort Niagara fell to the British. This is clearly recorded at 
the first whiteman's home within the limits of Buffalo. 


- The first ground broken in Erie County for the construction of the Erie Cenel 
took place near the foot of Main Street on august 9th, 1823 amid a great cele- 
bration by the villagers. 


- In 1842 Joseph Dart perfected his elevator and there was constructed at this 
point the first elevator in the world for elevating and storing grain by steam 
power for commercial purposes. It had a cepacity of 55,000 bushels and could 
transfer 1,000 bushels an hour. 


- At the mouth of Buffalo Creck was constructed Buffalo's first harbor by Samuel 
Wilkeson in 1821 and on this site was constructed the first lighthouse on the 
Greet Lakes in 1818. 


- Fort Erie. Here the first fort was built by the British in 1764 as a base 
of supplies for expeditions against the Western Indians. During the War of 
1812 the fort was captured by the Americens on July 3, 1814 and held for the 
remaining six months of the war. 


- The Front, site of Fort Porter, built in 1843 and destroyed in 1885. The area 
was occupied as a military post until 196 when it was abandoned for the con- 
struction of the Peace Bridge. 


- The swift shallow current in the Niagara River at this point was called 
"The Little Rapids" by the early explorers. 


~ At this point a large black rock triangular in shape and about three hundred 
feet long projected in the river. This was the famous "Black Rock" after 
which the villege was named. From this rock wus operated a ferry as eerly 
as Revolutionary times, and by means of which thousands of the first settlers 
in Michigan and the ilid-west passed to their destination. The rock was desroy- 
ed in 1825 for the construction of the Erie Canal. 


- Site of Fort Tompkins, the largest and most important fortification on the 
American shore in or near Buffalo during the War of 1812. 


- Thomas Industrial Center is the site of the home of Generel Peter B. Porter, 
Commander of the Volunteers during the War of 1812 and later Secretary of 
War. Among his guests were General Lafayette, John Quincy Adams, DeWitt 
Clinton, and Red Jacket. In later years Grover Cleveland resided here. 


- Site of the Sailor's Battery for protecting the navy yard during the War of 
1812. 


- Site of the Navy Yard in which part of Perry's fleet was fitted out in 1813 
for Battle of Lake Erie, and the old Black Rock shipyard where the Walk-in- 
the-water, the first steamboat to navigate the Great Lakes, was built in 1818. 


Near end around the point where Niagara Street crosses Scajaquada Creek was 
fought the "Battle of Black Rock," august 3, 1814, between the American end 
British troops in which the former were successful. 


- In the lee of Sqew Island, LaSalle moored the Griffon from iiley 1679 to August 


7 before being towed through the Little Rapids into Lake Eric, the first 
vessel above that of an Indian canoe to navigete the weters of Leke Erie. 
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
